Hut out of German mouths and pens 
such exa rations at the expenseof one of their 
Own national heroes sounds rediculous anc 
almost unintelligible.” 

The Colorado Deutsches Journal (Denver) puts 
an end to all nonsensical gibberish on the part 
of some German-American newspapers relative 
to the descent of Mr. Garfield, as follows: 
* Whether Garfield’s name was formerly Gar- 
feld, whether his father, grandfather, or great- 
grandfather saw first the light of day in Hesse- 
Darmstadt, or in Paris, or in London, or in Cal- 
cutta, is of no consequence to the Germans. 
They recognize in him a man who is not so nar- 
row-minded and ungenerous as to judge a citi- 
zen according to the tract of land on which he 
happened to be born, as stock Yankees gener- 
ally do. What the Germans demand is to 
assist in the election of a  straightfor- 
ward, liberal, open, and broad-gauged man 
for the Presidency of the United States, and if 
by accident that man has German blood cours- 
ing in nis veins, so much the better. But the 
latter alone would never be sufficient to iuflu- 
ence the Gerinan-American Republicans in the 
exercise of their right of suifrage> We need a 
man of liberal education for the Presidency; a 
man who knows something, and who at the same 
time knows enough to know that knowledge 
only can and will accomplish facts and resuits 
in statesmanship and politics. We need a man 
who is generous enough to recognize merit, 
wherever and whenever he findsit,and who 
does not care for piace of birth; who honors 
and cares for German custoins and habits as 
much as he does for those of the Irish and the 
Yankees. In one word, we need a man without 
native prejudices, with sound common sense, and 
liberal views and ideas. We Germans, at least 
the greatest and most intelligent part of them, 
have found in Mr. Garfield this very man, who 
already on many occasions has demonstrated in 
his pubiic career that he holds in high esteem 
German ways, habits, and customs, and-for this 
reason we are attached to him and will support 
his election. It is, therefore, entirely super- 
fluous to demonstrate his German descent iu or- 
der to make him more beloved than he is al- 
ready. That what he is as a citizen of the United 
States the Germans know, and that is for them 
e sufficient. When the German Gustav 
Schieicher, cpresentative in the Lower 
Congress from the State 
of Texas, died, it was thé Republican 
Garfield who made a speech in Congress 
in memory of the deceased, who was during his 
life a strong. and fervent Democrat. In this 
speech he acknowledged the merits of the man, 
and paid a high tribute to the character of the 
Germans, This speech of Gardeld is a master- 
piece of eloquence and rhetoric, andif the ad- 
mirers of ancock, the aristocratic West-

While Grant de- 
manded that the laws of Congress which declared 
civil authority and the Constitutions in South- 
ern States as suspended until these States were 
properly reconstructed should be upheld and 
executed in Louisiana and Texas, it was Hau- 
cock's aim, act as Johnson's tool, to revive 
the spirit of the dead Constitution of Louisiana 
and to place it above the laws of the United 
States. This is what Hancock meant by bis 
declaration that the military must be sub- 
ordinate to civil power and authority, because 
there was no civil authority in existence at- that 
time, neither in Louisiana nor in Texas. This 
explains also the great enthusiasar of the Dem- 
ocrats in consequence of Hancock's Order No.

BOARD OF TRADE. — 
A Resolution Offered Looking to 
Securing New Quarters. 


The Various Locations and Plans 
Which Have Been Suggested. 


Probability that the Removal Will Not Be 
Far from the Present Site. 


— — 


The following resolution was presented on 
Change yesterday by the Directors of the 
Board of Trade, and will be voted on by 
ballot between 10 a. m. and 1 p. m. Monday: 

WHEREAS, The present accommodations of the 
Board of Trade for the transaction of the busi- 
ness are wholly inadequate to the convenience 
of the members, and are Wot susceptible to such 
enlargement as would render them guitabie for 
the present and future needs of the ia tion; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Board of Directors of the 
Board are hereby requested and fully authorizéd 
to make such arrangements for new and en- 
jarged quarters not remote from the bu 
centre of the city, and a8 near the ground sur- 
face as it is practicubie, Upon such terms as they 
ey deem for the best Interests of the Associa- 

ym.

amg the present location of the Board of 

rade by the older and more wealthy mem- 
bers, and on several occasions the question 
of securing new quarters was talked over 
with a\geriousness which, at the time, gave 
some promise of fruition, but a failure to 
connect with a really desirable piece of prop- 
erty, or with capitalists willing to invest in 
the venture, brought the project to naught. 
The dissatisfaction, however, continued all 
the same, and grew in volume as it con- 
tinued, 

Several months ago President Dwight, of 
the Board, appointed a special committee of 
ten, consisting of Messrs. Dow, Kent, Culver, 
Raymond, Secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Counselman, Nelson, Rogers, Wheeler, 
Hamill, and McDermid, to make a thorongh 
investigation of the presentand future wants 
of the Board, and report as soon as they had 
arrived at any conclusions. 

When the Board, in 1864, resolved to move 
from the quarters then occupied on South 
Water street, just east of Fifth avenue, the 
membership consisted of about 600, but its 
charter did not permit it to own any real es- 
tate ot greater value than $200,000. Rather 
than lobby at Springfield for a supplemental 
charter, the members of the Board 
in their individual capacity * —— 
under a charter for a Chamber 
of Commerce, which had been obtained 
some time before by a few then prominent 
Deimocratie members of the Board, who had 
been very much displeased with the stanch 
loyalty of the organization, as evinced by the 
promptness with which it excluded the com- 
mercial reporter of a Copperhead sheet 
which was then engaged in the martyrdom 
business to build up a circulation. In their 
wrath and virtuous indignation they applied 
to the Legislature for a charter for 

A CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 
which they obtained but never used, because 
they did not amount to enough in either 
numbers or business. 

Under this charter the individual members 
of the Board organized, and subscribed for 
stock to the amount of $300,000. ‘The prop- 
erty at the southeast corner of Washiagton 
and La Salle streets, then occupied by the 
First Baptist Church, was purchased; the 
church build was taken down, brick by 
brick, and subsequently reérected on the 
corner of Morgan and Monroe streets; and 
on the site was erected a handsome structure 
of Lemont limestone, into which the Board 
of Trade moved in the fall of 1865. A few 
days after the big fire of October, 1871, in 
which the building was destroyed, the Board 
of Trade Directors held a meeting and 
notified the Chamber of Commerce peo le, 
who in many cases were not the origina 
stockholders, that provisions of 
the lease it was their jinperative duty to at 
once go ahead and rebuild, under penalty of fo1- 
feiture. As the least had been made for 
ninety-nine years from 1865, the Chamber of 
Commerce people felt justified in rebuilding. 
Additional stock was subscribed, or an 
assessinent ordered, work was begun within 
a very few days after the fire,—in fact before 
the débris had cooled off,—and in exactly one 
year the new structure,—a much more im- 
posing One,—was erected and turned over to 
the ard of Trade, who proceeded to oe- 
cupy it with a joyful celebration. 

Vith the constant growth of the city in 
manufactures, and business, 
corresponding increase in 
the membership of the Board, 
and the accommodation, which was 
furnished with the belief that the member- 
ship would not exceed 1,200 at the very out- 
side, is now found to be totally inadequate 
pon ng upwards of 1,800 who are now on the 
roll. 

Three or four years ago many of the mem- 
bers complained bitterly on being obliged to 
WALK UP TWO LONG FLIGHTS OF STAIRS. 
This, on a hot day andin a dense crowd, was 
found to be unbearable, and to ease the 
＋ pe an elevator was putin. This, while 
n all probability the largest one in the world, 
gave @mparatively little relief. In a measure 
it reduced the “‘teg-work,” but it did not al- 

lay the discomfort of crowding. 

The increased membership was of course 
restricted in space, and this became more 
curtailed by the erection of additional tele- 
graph offices, and a series of “ pits” for the 

enefit of the traders in wheat, corn, and oats 
options. It is now a are discomfort to 
transact business on the floor, and particular- 
ly so during the season of ne ores excite- 
ment. Looking for any member during the 
session is a good deal like searching for a man 
at the circus. It is a feat only attempted by 
the small boy messengers, who have a cheer- 
ful habit of crawling between the legs of the 
crowd, 

About two or three years ago Messrs. 
HUTCHINSON, KENT, AND A FEW OTHERS, 
largely engaged in the provision trade, ad- 
vocated a removal to another location, where 
a hall might be had on the ground floor. 
The property on the east side of LaSalle 
street, between Monroe and Adams streets, 
half a block in extent, om which is located a 
lot of rookeries, was looked upon as a favor- 
able site, and some negotiations were made 
for its purchase, but nothing was accom- 
plished, for the reason that the scheme did 
not seem to meet with the approval of the 
majority of the Board. 

Last summer Mr. W. L. Scott, of Erie, who 
owns the two blocks south of Jackson street 
separated by La Sells, expressed a willing- 
ness to erect a magnificent structure, to cost 
about $1,000,000, provided the Board would 
take along lease of it. His plan was to have 
La Salle street between Jackson and Van 
Buren vacated, and Sherman and Pacific 
widened some twenty or thirty feet. On the 
large block thus made he proposed to build 
a four-story building, hay a frontage on 
each street to thedepthof eighty feet. This 
would leave an immense court of about 200 
square inside, and on this would be erected an 
immense one-story hall about 160 feet square 
—leaving a passageway of about twenty feet 
between it and the main structure. To this 
hall there would be four main entrances, one 
from each street. The main building would 
be divided into suites of offices and furnish 
with elevators, and in this way there woul 
be attracted to it nearly all the members of 
the Board. Mr. Scott, however, did not meet 
with any encouragement, and it is now un- 
ders that he has abandoned the proposi- 


tion.

Our lady readers will perhaps be interested 


to know how a grand marriage is arranged in 
Paris. The preliminaries are generally ar- 
ranged between the two families with the help 


‘of the notaries; less often the marriage is more 


romantic, and springs purely from love, in 
which case the traditional steps of courtship 
and marriage are much modified. Supposing, 
however, that a marriage has been recognized 
as advisable between two families, the 
first thing to do is to arrange an inter- 
view between the young folks. For this 
purpose some neutral ground is general- 
ly chosen, a reception at a friend's house, 
a concert, a ball, and the theatres. The 
opera is preferred by the world of fashion; the 
Opera Comique is popular with the bourgeouise 
and the provinciais. This young man sits in the 
orchestra, and the young girl, dressed in her 
best, is placed in front of a box. Between the 
acts the young man pays a visit to the box and 
is presented. The next day he pays a visit to 
the father and makes a formal demand for the 
young lady's hand. It be is. accepted he begins 
to pay court tothe young girl. Every dag, at 
this stage of the proceedings, the young man is 
admitted to the house of his future as if he were 
one of the family. He is calied by his christian 
name. The day after the accordialies,” or his 
acceptation by the family, be presents his future 
with a ring, always the same one pearl, or two 
pearis mounted with diamonds. You may 
see these rings by the score in the jewel- 
ers’ shops. Every day, too, he sends a bouquet 
of flowers. Nowadays these bouquets are

The percentage 
of base hits is reckoned on the basis of times 
at bat, and the column of “runs batted 
home” is computed upon the basisof results, 
but not of clean hits alone; that is to say, 
each batsman is credited with the result of his 
batting in the matter of bringing in runs, and 
‘no account is made of fielding errors on the 
side of the opposing team. For example, if 
three men are on bases and the batsman hits 
a ground or fly ball which is muffed in the 
infield or outfield, he is credited with the 
runs brought in as a consequence of that hit; 
and again, if, with one or no man out and a 
runner on third, the batsman hits a fly which 
is caught in the outfield, but which enables 


the runner to reach home from third, he is 


credited with having batted in a run. These 
figures may, we think, be taken on the whole 
as a fair criterion of the value a 
batsman is to his team; for surely 
the man who hits safely when men are on 
bases, or who hits so hard as to compel field- 


| ing errors on the other side, is of far more 
value to his club than the man who earns a 


base for himself twice as often, and makes a 
weak hit or fouls or strikes out when the 
bases are loaded. It will be seen that by 
this test Anson leads the team largely, as he 
undoubtedly leads the League. If the record 
had been kept since the organization of the 
League it would unquestionably be found that 
no man ever played ball who batted home so 
many runs as Anson has done. He seems to 
have in a wonderful degree the genius of 
hitting at the right time—an accomplishment 
which all batsmen will do well to cultivate 
to the best of their ability.

ASet-back for John Chinaman. 

John Chinaman has met with another “ set- 
back at the hands of the United States Courts 
in California. One of the laws of California 
prohibits the removal or disinterment of the re- 
mains of a deceased person without a permit, 
for which $10 must be paid. The pious Mongol- 
ians, believing that the soulof » deceased China- 
man can only take its flight from the Flowery 
Land, find this law a sad interference with their 
practice of exhuming their dead for transporta- 
uon across the sea. Wong Lung Quy deter- 
mined to test the law, and disinterred a friend’s 
remains without any perinit. He was arrested 
for violation of the law. but caused the case to 
be taken into the United States Court on the 
piea that the law was in violation of the Burlin- 
fame Treat? and the Constitution of the United 
tates, which gives Congtess exclusive control 
over foreign commerce, The Court decided 
against WOng on both points. It held that the 
bones of a deceased Chinaman were not “ex-

SALE .OF LIQUOR TO MINORS. 

Curcaao, July10.—To the Public: A few

The issue in these cases was of so much 
importance that the Executive Committee of 
the Citizens’ League for the Suppression of 
the Sale of Liquor to Minors deem it a duty 
which they owe to the youth of the city and 
to the people in general that a full statement 
of the facts should be made to the public. 

Late in the month of May last a mother ap- 
plied to the Citizens’ League for advice and 
aid in the prosecution of certain saloonkeep- 
ers and others who had either sold or given 
her boy, 18 years of age, intoxicating liquors. 
She stated that her son had been in a good 
situation, and up to about two mouths ago 
had been as good a boy as any mother could 
wish to have, but since that time he hud been 
led into bad habits,—liad peen visiting Chapin 
& Gore’s, B. Baum's, and other plaves, and 
had been supplied with whisky and 
other liquors without stint; that he 
had from these places found his way toa 
notorious den of infamy, wiére he a been 
supplied with wine, eid.; that in order to 
keep up these habits he had robbed his em- 
ployer of a large sum of money, and was, at 
the time she sought the aid of the League, in 
— County Jail. The aid and assistance of 

the League was gladly tendered, and the re- 
sult was the arresi of the whole of the above- 
named parties op the charge of selling liquors 
to minors. ‘They were all placed under bonds 
by Justice Brayton, and a day fixed for the 
trial. Upon that day all took a change of 
venue to Jusiice Brown, the defendants 
with the exception of Baum, being repre- 
sented by Mr. Charles H. Reed. 

The facts in the case were not disputed. 
In the case of 3 & Gore two witnesses 
besides the boy himself testified he had 
whisky often in their store on Twenty- 
second street; and the agent of Chapin & 
Gore, in char ge of that store, said that he 
had sold him whisky several times and had 
never taken the precaution to ask the boy his 
age, or make any * 8 regarding him. 

e defense was, that instructions had been 
given by the defendants never to sell to 
minors, and that some of the clerks had 
tried * — that they thought 
the „ a man; that he 
came ere * a carriage like 
a man; treated the drivers and others like a 
man; spent his money like a inan,—ahd that 
it woul reat hardship to hold a saloon- 
keeper for selling liquor to a boy of 18 when 
the saloonkeeper thought he was a man. 
This was the only grownd of defense offered. 

In addition to these proven and undisputed 
facts, constituting as they did a clear and 
palpable violation of the statute, the prose- 
cution read and pressed upon the attention of 
the Justicethe case of McCutcheon vs. The 
People, in the 68h Llinois, in which 
gg Supreme Court, in an exceeding- 
I clear and well-considered opinion, 

iscuss the exact question raised by Cuapin 
& Gore—viz.: That under the dram-shop act 
the intent is an element of the oifense,—that 
the act of selling liquors to a minor is not 
itself made punishable by the statute, unless 
the seller Knew at the time the boy was a 
minor. The Supreme Conrt say:“ We gan- 
not concur in this view of the law. The 
license procured under the first section of the 
act confers no authority on the licensee to 
sell intoxicating liquors to minors, except 
upon one cotidition—viz.: he shall have the 
written order of his parents, guardian, or 
family physician. . The law imposes 
upon the licensed seller the duty to see 
the party to whom he sells is 
authorized to buy, andif he makes a sale 
without this knowledge, he does it at his 
peril.” Farther on in the same opinion the 
Court say: “It is no answer to this view to 
say the licensee may sometimes be imposed 
upon, and made to suffer the penalties of the 
law when he had no latention to violate its 
rovisions. This is a risk incident to the 
Sat | Buster he has undertaken to conduct, and, 
as he receives the gains therewith, he must 
assume also with it ali the hazards.”

LEASING MACHINES. 
A SEWING-MACHINE COMPANY WORSTED. 

The habeas corpus case of Louis Korter was 
heard yesterday morning by Judge Moran. 
From the testimony, which was very prolific, it 
seemed that some months ago Korter went to. 
the office of the Wheeler & Wilson Sewing-Ma- 
chine Company to inquire the price of machines. 
An agent was soon afterward sent up to his 
house, in his absence, and an agreement mad@in 
| the usual way with Mrs. Korter to sell her a ma- 


chine for $60, her husband's old machine being 
taken for $20 as a first payment. A lease in 
the usual blind form, which the Supreme Court 
has decided is a bill of sale, was signed by her 
and a receipt given by the Company. The lease, 
or contract, — thut iu case of failure to 
the $5 monthly instalhneuts the Company 
should have the right to retake ion of 
the machine. Korter having failed to make 
all his payments, the Company sued him, and 
recovered two judgments for $15 euch. 

Korter then got incensed, and prepared a cir- 
cular setting forth his wrongs, which he was just 
about to sprinkle over the city when the Com- 
pany heard of the scheme und obtained an in- 
Junction against him. He then prepared a new 
batch of circulars, which were distributed 
on Madison street last week. Wentworth, the 
agent of the Company, then had Korter arrested 
ou a criminal charge of libel, and he was held 
to the Criminal Court. He thereupon filed a 
petition for habeas corpus, claiming the mitti- 
mus was bad, and also that be had not been 
guilty of any libel, but had only used justifiable 
means to warn the community of a fraud. 

The Judge heid that Kortcr ought to be dis- 
charged, as by an act of the Legisiature, in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution, Korter had the- 
right to establish the truth of the alleged libel, 
and the publication of his circulgr was, under 
the circumstances, for a justifiable end. The 
contract in question had on its face the ear-

VALUABLE LIBRARY. 
IMPORTANT LITERARY GIFT TO THE DREW 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


A very valuable library of Methodist books 
has just reached the Drew Theological Sem- 
inary from England. It consists of the en- 
tire collection of Methodist literature gath- 
ered by the Rey. Dr. George Osborn, author 
of “ Binliography of Methodism,” of Rich- 
mond, near London. All the books relate to 
the history of Methodism, either directly or 
remotely, and many of them have been long 
out of the market, and are the only copies 
existing. The copious catalog which ac- 
companies the books contains minute de- 
scriptions of them. °

The seating capacity of the church is about 
700. The church will be warmed by two 
large heaters located in the basement. 

The architect, Mr. Grex. Vigeant, is de- 
serving of all praise for the handsome edifice 
which he has successfully completed at a 
cost of less than $35,000, including a steeple 
not yet completed. Until 1868 St. Anne’s 
Parish was a mission in charge of the pastors 
of St. James’ Church, In that vear the Rev. 
Father Butler, now on the North Side, was 
appointed first pastor of Hyde Park and Lake, 
who was succeeded by fhe Rev. Mr. Bowles, 
now of Ohio, who purchased the Jewish Syn- 
agogue on the corner of Wells and Adams 
streets, and moved it to its nt site on 
Wentworth avenue. He was followed by the 
Rev. T. Leyden, who was sent to Woodstock, 
in this State, in 1877, and was succeeded in 
St. Anne’s by the present pastor, the Rev. P. 
M. Flannigan, on Nov. 1, 1877. 

Consider that St. Anne’s Parish is al- 
most exclusively made up of the working 
class, that - a number scarcely 
over three hundred families, the work they 
have done is worthy of all fraiee. They 
have built a church surpassed by few in the

I have shown what 
a ther it is to decline a 3 
ee) friend; well, this is only a 
iird of the work, for theré is a variety 
of new distortions of the adjective to be 
learned when the object is feminine, and'still 
another when the object is neuter. Now, 
there are more adjectives in this language 
than there are black cats in Switzerland, and 
they must all be as elaborately déclined as 
the examples above suggested. Difficult ?— 
troublesome ?—these words cannot describe 
it. I heard a Californian student in Heidel- 
berg say, in one of his calmest moods, that 
he would rather decline two drinks than one 
German adjective. 

The inventor of the language seems to 
have taken pleasure in complicating it in 
every way he could think of. For instance, 
if * 18 ge pry 3 a — oe. 
or a horse, ora dog, Hun e spells 
these words as I have indicated; but 
if he is referri to them in the da- 
tive case, he sticks on. a foolish ‘and 

unncessary e, and spells them Hause, Pferde, 
Hunde. So, as an added e often siemifies 
— 5 asthe s does with us, the new 
student is likely to go on for amonth mak- 
ing twins out of a dative dog before he dis- 
covers his mistake; and, on the other han 
many a new student who could III affor 
loss, has Dought and paid for two dogs and

In German, all the nouns begin with acap- 
ital letter.

nto error occasionally, ause you mistake 

e name of a person for the name of a thing, 
and waste a good deal of time trying to dig a 
meaning out of it. German names almost 
always do mean something, and this helps to 
deceive the student. I translated a passage 
one day, which said that the infuriated 
tigress broke loose and utterly ate up the 
unfortunate fir-forest”- (Tunnenwuald). 
When I was gird up my loins to doubt 
this, I found out t Tannenwald, in this 
instance, was a man’s name. 5 

Every noun has a gender, and there is no 
sense or system in the distribution; so the 
gender of each must be learned separately 
and by heart. There is no other way. To do 
this one has to have a memory like 
a memorandum- book. In German a 
young lady has no sex, while a tur- 
nip has. Think what overwrought 
reverence that shows for the turnip, and 
what callous disrespect for the girl. See 
how it looks in print,—I translate this from 
a conversation in one of the best of the Ger- 
man Sunday-school books: 

Gretchen—Wiihelm, where is the turnip? 

Wiheim—She has gone to the kitchen. 

Gretchen—Where is the accomplished and 
beautiful English maiden? 

Wihelm—lIt has gone to the opera. 

To continne with the German genders: a 
tree is male, its buds are female, its leaves 
are neuter; horses are sexless, dogs are 
male, cats are female,—Tom-<ats included, 
of course; a person’s mouth, neck, bosom, 
elbows, fingers, nails, feet, and body, are 
of the male sex, and his head is male 
or neuter according to the word se- 
lected to signify it, and not accord- 
i to the sex of the individual 
who wears it,—for in Germany all the women 
wear either male heads or sexless ones; & 
rson’s nose, lips, shoulders, breast, hands, 
lips, and toes, are of the female sex; and his 
hair, ears, eyes, chin, legs, knees, heart, and 
conseiénce, haven't any sex‘at all. The in- 
ventor of the language probably got what he 
knew dbout a conscience from hearsay. 

Now, by the above dissection, the reader 

will see that in Germany a man may think he 
is a man, but when he comes to look into the 
matter closely, he is bound to have his 
doubts; he finds that in sober truth he is a 
most ridiculous mixture: and if he 
ends by tryi to comfort himself 
with the thought that he can at least 
depend on a third of this mess as being man- 
ly and masculine, the humiliating second 
thought will quickly remind him that in this 
respect he is no better off than any woman 
or cow in the land. 

In the German it is true that by some over-

Sight of the inventor of the language, a 


Woman is a female; but a Wife (Weib), is 
not,—which is unfortunate. A Wife, here, 
has no sex; she is neuter; so, according to 
the grammar, a fish is he, his scales are she, 
but a fish wife is neither. To describe a wife 
as sexless may be called underdescription; 
that is bad enough, but overdescription is 
surely worse, A German speaks of an En- 
glishman as the n the 
sex he adds inn, and that stands for Euglish- 
woman—Englinderivn. That seems de- 
scriptive enough, but still it is not exact 
enough for a German; so he precedes: the 
word with that article-which indicates that 
the creature to follow is feminine, and writes 
it down thus: “die Englanderinn,”—wyhich 
means “the she-Enylishwoman.”’ I con- 
sider that that person is over-described. 

Well, after the student has Jearned the sex 
of a great number of nouns, he is still iu a 
difficulty, because he finds it impossible to 
persuade his tongue to refer to things as 
„ne“ “she,” and “him” and “her,” 
which it has been always accustomed ‘to 
refer to as it.“ When he even frames a 
German sentence in his mind, with the hims 
and hers in the right places, and then works 
up his courage to the utterance-point, it is 
no uge,—the moment he begins to speak his 
tongue flies the track and all those labored 
males and females come ont as “its.” And 
even when he is reading German to himself, 
he always calls those things “it”; whereas

You can begin with 
Schl r, which means artery, and you 
can hang on the whole dictionary, word by 
word, clear through the alphabet to Schlag- 
wasser, which means bilge-water,—and in- 
cluding Schlag-mutier, which means moth- 
er-in-law. 

Just the same with Zug. Strictly speak- 
ing, Zug means Pull, Tug, Draught, Proces- 
sion, March, Progress, Flight, Direction, Ex- 

ition 2 Caravan, Passage, Stroke, 

‘ouch, Line, ourish, Trait of Character, 
Chess-move, Organ- 
stop, Team, Whiff, Bias, Drawer, Propensi- 
ty, Inhalation, Disposition: but that thin 
which it does not mean,—when all its legiti- 
mate pendants have been hung on, lias not 
been discovered yet. 

One cannot overestimate the usefulness of 
Schlag and Zug. Armed just with these 
two, and the word Also, what cannot the 
foreigner on German soil accomplish? The 
German word Also is the equivalent of the 
English phrase You know,” and does not 
mean anything at all,—in talk, though it 


sometimes does in print. Every time a Ger- 


man opens his mouth an Albso falls out; and 
every time he shuts it he bites one in two 
that was trying to get out. , 

Now, the foreigner, equipped with these 
three noble words, is master of the situation. 
Let-him talk right along, fearlessly; let him 

ur his indifferent German forth, and when 
1e lacks for a word, let him heave a Schlag 
into the vacuum: all the chances are, that it 
fits it like a plug; but if it doesn’t, let him 
promptly heave a Zug after it; the two to- 

ether can hardly fail to bung the hole; but 
k. by a miracle, they should fail, let- him 
simply say Also! and this will give lim a 
moment’s chance to think of the needful 
word. In Germany, when you load your 
conversational gun it is always best to throw 
in a Sch or two and a Zug or two: be- 
cause it doesn’t make any difference how 
much the rest of thechange may scatter, you 
are bound to bag something with them. 
Then you blandly say Also, and load up 
again. Nothing gives such an air of grace 
and elegance and unconstraint to a German 
or an English conversation as do scatter it 
full of “*Also’s ” or“ You knows.” 

In my note-book I find, this entry: 

July 1.—In the hospital yesterday a word of 
thirteen syllables was successfully removed 
froma patient,—a North German m near 
Hamburg; but as most unfortunately the sur- 
geons ae owe him in the wrong place, under 
the im on that he contained a panorama, 
he died. The sad event has cast a gloom over 
the whole community 

That paragraph furnishes a text for a few 
remarks. about one of the most curious and 
notable features of my subject,—the length 
of German words. Some German words are 
so long hat they have a perspective. Ob- 
serve these examples: *

These things are not words; they are 
alphabetical processions. And they are not 
rare; oue can open a German news- 
paper any time and see them march- 
ing majestically across the page,—and if 
he has any imagination he can see the ban- 
ners — hear the music, too. They impart a 
martieg thrill to the meekest subject. I take 
a great interest in these curiosities. When- 
ever I come across a good one, I stuff it and 
put it in my museum, In this way I have 
made quite a valuable collection. When 1 
pet duplicates, I exchange with other col- 
ectors, and thus increase the variety of my 
stock. Here are some specimens which I 
lately bought at an auction sale of the effects 
of a Dankrupt bric-a-brac hunter:

Of course when one of these grand mount- 
ain ranges goes stretching across the 
— page, it adorns and ennobles that 
iterary landscape,—but at the same time it 
is a great distress to the new student, for it 
blocks up his way; he cannot crawl under 
it, or elimb over it, or tunnel through it. 
So he resorts to che dictionary for help: but 
there is no help there. The dictionary must 
draw the line somewhere,—so. it leaves this 
sort of words out. And it is ri ht, because 
these long things are hardly legitimate words 
but are rather combinations of words, anc 
thainventor of them ought to have been 
killed. They are compound words, with the 
hyphens left out,. The various words used 
in building them are in the dictionary, but in 
a very scattered condition; so you can hunt 
the materials out, one by one, -and get at 
the meaning at last, but it is a tedious and 
harassing business. I have tried this procees 
upon somé of the above examples. Freund- 
schaftsbezeigungen“ seems to be“ Friend- 
shipdemonstrations,” which is only a foolish 
and clumsy way of saying.** demonstrations 
of friendship.“ “ Unabhaengigkelitsklaer- 
ungen seems to be “ Independencedeclara- 
tions, which is no improvement on Decla- 
rations of Independence,” as far as lean see. 
“ Generalstaatsverordnetenvetsammiungeii ”’ 
seems to be “ Generalstatesrepresentatives- 
meeting,” as nearly as I can get at it,’—a 
mere hythmical, gushy ephuisin for ** meet- 
ings of the Legislature,” I ju We used 
to have a good deal of this sort of crime in 
our literature, but it has gone out now. We 
used to speak of a thing asa “ never-to-be-for- 

otten ” circumstance, [Instead of cramping it 
nto the simple aud sufficient word“ mem- 
orable and then fun cain y about our 
business as if noth iad happened. In 
those days we were not content to embalm 
the thing and bury it decently, we wauted to 
build a monument over it. :

And if I have not also shown that German 
is a harassing and Milt ood study, my ex- 
ecution has been at fault, not my intent. 
I. heard lately of a worn and sorely tried 
American student who used to fly to a cer- 
tain German word for relief when he could 
bear — under his aggravations no longer. 
the only word in the whole language wiiose 
sound was sweet and precious to his ear and 
healing to his lacerated spirit. This was the 
word Damit. It was only the sound that 
helped him, not the meaning“; and so, at last, 
when he learned the emphasis was not 
on the first syllable, his only stay and sup- 
port was gone, ed away and died. 
I think that a deseription ef any loud, 
stirring, tumultuous episode must be tamer 
in German than in English. Our descrip- 
tive words of this char r have such a 
deep, strong, resonant sound, while their 
German equivalents do seem so thin, and 
mild, and energyless. Boom, burst, crash, 
roar, storm, bellow, blow, thunder, explo- 
sion, howl, cry, shout, yell, groan; battle, 
hell. These are magnificent words; they 
have a force and magnitude of sound be- 
fitting the things which they describe. But 
their German equivalents would be ever 
80 nice to sing the children to sleep 
with, or else my awe-inspiring ears were 
made for display and not for superior use- 
fulness in analyzing sounds, Would any man 
want to die in a battle which was called by 
so tame a term as a Schlacht? Or would not 
a consumptive feel too much bundled up, 
who was about to go out, in ashirt collar 


song word ewitter was employed to 
describe? And observe the strongest of the 
several German equivalents for — 71 ö 
Ausbruch. Our word Toothbrush is more 


powerful than that. It seems to me that the 


Germans could do worse than import it into 
their language to describe particularly tre- 
mendous explesions with. The G n 
word for hell—Hdlle—sounds more like helly 
than anyth else; therefore, how necessa- 
rily chipper, friyolous, and unimpressive it is. 
If aman were told in German yx there, 
could he.really rise to the dignity of feeling 
insulted? : 

There are some German words which are 
singularly and powerfully effective. For in- 
stance, those which describe lowly, peaceful 
and affectionate home life; those which de 
with love, in any and all forms, from mere 
kindly feeling and honest good-will toward 
the passing stranger, clear up to courtship; 
those which deal with outdoor Nature, in its 
softest and loveliest aspects,—with meadows, 
and forests, and birds, and flowers, fra- 
grunce and sunshine ef summer, and the 
moonlight of peaceful winter nights; in a 
word, those which deal with any and all 
forms of. rest, repose, and peace; those also 
which deal with the creatures and marvels 
of fairyland; lastly, and = chiefly, 
in those words which express pathos, 
is the laguage surpassingly rich 
and effective. There are an 
songs Which can make a stranger to the lan- 
cry. That sbews that the sound of 
the words is . interprets the meun- 
ings with truth with ‘exactness; and so 
— * is informed, and through the ear the

The Germans do nat seem to be afraid to 
repeat a word when it is the right one. They 
repeat it several times, if they choose. That 
is wise. But in English, when we have used 
a word a couple of times in a paragraph, we 

‘imagine we are growing tautological, and so 
we are weak enough to exchange it for some 
other word, which only approximates exact- 
ness, to escape what we wrongly fancy isa. 
greater blemish. Repetition may be bad, but 
surely inexactness is worse. ' 


There are ple in the world who will 
take a great deal of trouble to point out the 
faults in a religion or a language, and then 
zo blandly about their business without sug- 
gesting any remedy. I am not that kind of a 

-rson. have shown that the German 

anguage needs reforming. Very well, I am 
ready to reform it. Atleast I am ready to 
make the proper suggestions. Such a course 
as this might be immodest in another; but I 
have devoted upwards of nine full weeks, 
first and last, to a careful and critical study 
of this tongue, and thus have acquired a con- 
fidence in my ability to reform it which no 
mere superticial culture could have conferred 
upon me. 

In the first place, I would leave out the 
dative case. it confuses the plurals; and, 
besides, nobody ever knows when he- is in 
the dative case, except he discover it by ac- 
cident,—and then he does not know when or 
where it was that he got into it, or how long 
he has been in it, or how he is ever going to 
get out of it again. Y dative case is but 
an ornamental folly,—it is better to discard 
it. : ; 

In the next place, 1 would move the verb 
further up to the front. You may load up 
with ever so good a verb, but I notice that 


vou nevef really bring down a subject with 


it at the present German range,—you only 
cripple it. So I insist ‘that this important 
part of speech should be brought forward to 
a position where it may be easily seen with 
the naked eve. 

Thirdly, I would import some strong words 
frourthe English tongue,—to swear with, 
and also to use in describing all sorts of vig- 
orous things in a vigorous way. 7 | 

Fourthly, I would reorganize the sexes 
and distribute them according to the will of 
the Creator. This as a tfibute of respect, if 
nothing else. . 

Fitthly, I would do away with those great 
long compounded words; or require the 
speaker to deliver them in sections, with in- 
termussions for refreshments. To wholly do 
away with them would be best, for ideas are 
more easily recet¥ed and digested when they 
come in bulk. Intelleetual food is like any 
other; it is pleasanter and more beneficigl to 
take it with a spoon than with a shovel. 

Sixthly, 1 would require a speaker to stop 
when he is done, and not hang a string of 
those useless “haben sind gewesen gehabt 
haben geworden seins“ to the end of his ora- 
tion. This sort of gewgaws und! nify a 
speech, instead of adding a grace. They are 
therefore an offense, and should be discarded. 

Seventhly, I would discard the parenthe- 
sis. Also the re-paren is, the re-re-paren- 
thesis, and the re-re-re-re-re-re-parentheses, 
and likewise the final, wide-reaching, all-en- 
closing king-parenthesis. I would require 
every individual, be he high or low, fo un- 
fold a plain, straightforward tale, or else coil 
it and sit on it and hold his peace. . Infrac- 


tions of this law should be punishable with | 


death. 

-And eighthly .and lastly, I would retain 
Zug and Schlag, with their pendants, and 
discard the rest. of the vocabulary. This 
would simplify the language. 

I have now named what I regard as the 
most necessary and important changes. ‘These 
are perhaps all I could be expected to 
name for nothing; but there are other sug-. 
gestions which I can and will make in case

Thenceforth he was a marked man, and 
whenever he rose the Chamber resounded 
with shours of Question” and “ Order,” but 
he always warned them that if they would 
rot hear him then he would speak the next 
day, or the day after that, and his tormentors 
gave up in despair.

The worst persecuted man that ever sat in 
Parliament was John Pym, the popper 
champion in the reign of Charles I. The 
Cavaliers sought to kill him, and hired bands 
of cutthroats to follow him home, but the 
Roundheads always farnished him with an 
escort. At length they hit upon a plan of 
devilish ingenuity, A messenger handed the 
Sergeant-at-Arms a letter addressed to Pym 
and as he opened it a piece of cloth drop 
out of it. He read a few words, and n 
handed it to the Clerk’s assistant with the 
remark that the House had aright to hear 
how its members, were libeled. The Clerk 
read aloud its abuse of the great tribune, but 
when he came near the en — and 
came much agitated, The concluding lines 
explained what had dropped from the note. 
It was a rag that had come from a plague- 
wound, sent in the hope that the infection 
might be communicated to Pym. Lord Ten- 
terden’s hobby was his hatred of the popular 
voice, and when the Reform bill of 1832 
passed the Lords he vowed that he would 
never again sit in the House, and kept his 
word, i ) 
There was a terrible scene in the Lords 
during the Regency debate in 1788. Thurlow, 
who up to that time had cultivated the peo- 
ple and posed as a Democrat, suddenly con- 
cluded that his. interest Iay on the King’s 
side and made a superloyal speech, win 
up with the words, And when I forget my 
ing may my God forget me.” There was a 
shout of execration from the mob in the cor- 
ridors, and Wilkes, who was standing under 
the throne, exclaimed, “Forget you! He will 
see you —— first.“ Burke, wi equal wit 
‘and bw no profaneness, muttered, “ The 
best thing that can happen to — 
even the lords in Chamber cried out, 
* what a rascal!“ Wilkes told the 
* privately one day that he had a peti- 
tion present from a set of the greatest 
scoundrels and miscreants upon earth, but 
when called upon in the House to present it 
he said with the gravest possible face,“ Sir, 
I hold in my hand a petition from a most in- 
tellizent, irdependent, and enlightened body 
of men.’ The debate on the Corn laws was 
an acrimonious one, but under Peel, Pal- 
merston, and Derby, three parliamenta- 
rians, members were taught to conduct the 
proceedings with dignity and decorum, and 
there were no more violent scenes until Mr, 
Parnell and his associates of the 
party appeared in the Chamber.

ABOUT CHICAGO DRAINAGE,

rity of the atmosphere of many portions of the 
city. This foutness of the suburban district 
renders the problem a serious one, and will add 
much to the necessary cost of the werk, on ac- 
count di the great length and perfection of 
workmanship of the sewers required to drain 80 
large an area of iow-iying ground with any 
thoroughness; and tboroughness it is essential 
to have, for the end will be only halt attained if 
the central and more closely packéa wards of 
the town are put in good condition, but the sur- 
roundt regions left filthy. It seems to be 
proposed to empty the sewage into the lake,—to 
eyrich.the drinking water which is pumped 
back from the same place, we presume. It 
could not be lo before the steady draught 
"trom the lake at the crf} of a sali m of 
fifty or aiuxty million gallons per — * and its ro- 
turn at the sewer mouths would establish a cir- 
culation between them, even though they were 
much more than two miles apart. One would think 
Chicago well situated for an r experi- 
ment on a large scale, surrounded as it is 
boundléss tracts of comparatively flat arable 
land.

avenue will be needed to extend that road 
south to and around Lake Calumet to Pull- 
man. At South Chicago, Harbor avenue is 
to be improved to and around the new steel- 
works. The improvement of a lakeshore 
drive from Calurret 1 to the South 
Parks was talked of as something to be done 
within a year or two. It is thought that 
Ewing avenue should be improved to the 
One-Hundred-and-Sixth street bridges as. well 
as the road over the bridge te Torrence ave- 
nue, and Torrence avenue from One-Hun- 
dred-and-Sixth to One-Hundred-and-Ninth 
street.

8. That all jdints in sewer and soll- pipes be 
and water-tight, and that they be eaiked with 
either * or with lron-Hlings and sal ammoniac 
cement. 

9. That traps be provided for all basins, sinks, 
bath-tubs, and water-closets. 

10. That all traps’ be ventilated by special pipes 


through the roof. . 
ll. That there be no traps on vertical soll- 


ipes, 
2 That the “safes” under basing and re- 


frigerators be drained by special pipes not di- 
— connected with the sewer. 
beyond danger of freezing. 

4. That there be no pan water-closet, but 
either hopper or improved water-ciosets. 

A minority who opposed traps in sewer 
connections submitted these objections: 
1. They obstruct the flew of drain 
cause accumulations of foulness in 


drains. 

2. Air admitted ventilation above the 
“seal” and pussed all through a trapped house- 
drain, is found by experience to be fouier than 
air drawn from a sewer. 

The trap does not offer any effectual resist- 
anee to air from sewers when there is a pres- 
sure.
